the City of Sedalia, in an endeavor to

fendant oil companies has been given an 
adverse decision. 


Thursday , 
Federal 
J udge 
Merrill 
E. 
Otis at J efferson City ruled against the 
city in its claim. 


When the City of Sedalia, through its 
city council, passed an ordinance for a 
tax 
on 
gasoline 
transported 
over its 
streets, it is reasonable to presume the 
intent of the ordinance was to make the 
tax applicable only to that gasoline sold 
and delivered to stations or dealers with­ 
in the corporate limits of the city . 
The ordinance so read, how ever, that it 
might he construed to apply to all gaso­ 
line so transported even to that delivered 
to outly ing stations bey ond the city limits 
or to neighboring 
towns 
and 
villages 
from bulk .stations located in Sedalia. 
An action w'as brought in the police 
court in tlie y ear 19 3 1 to force the oil 
companies to pay that part of the tax 
which had been withheld. 
The case w'as 
then taken to the circuit court of Pettis 
county and later transferred to the fed­ 
eral court. 
At a hearing before J udge 
Albert L. Reeves, the decision favored 
the oil companies. 
An appeal w*as taken 
to the United States appellate court at 
St. Paul w'here a new' trial w'as granted 
which W’as tried in J efferson City before 
J udge 
Merrill E. Otis and an adverse 
opinion for the city was handed clowm by 
the latter court Thursday . 
At the time attorney s were given au­ 
thority to proceed with the litigation the 
Democrat 
questioned 
the 
propriety of 
such action on the ]>art of the city , but 
the 
fight W’as nevertheless 
w’aged. 
A 
few of the companies paid the amounts 
claimed due under the ordinance but a 
majority of them opposed strongly every 
move made to bring about collection. 
J udge Otis ill his opinion held that an 
ordinance tax ing gasoline could not be 
interpreted as meaning the city could as­ 
sess a merchants’ tax on gasoline dealers 
doing business outside the city of Sedalia. 
The opinion rendered is very gratify ing 
from the standjioint of plain justice, for it 
is no more eciuitable for the city to at­ 
tempt to collect a tax on gasoline sold to 
filling stations, farmers and dealers out­ 
side the city limits than to attempt to 
collect a tax from all kinds of freight 
transported through 
Sedalia 
over 
the 
city ’s streets.

They offer opportunities for a 
better understanding of the great ques­ 
tions facing the world and must be met 
honestly and courageously .
